Colombian Troops Hard Pressed Lived 


Five Bays oa Bananas. 


Colon, Colombia, 'March. 15—The fol- 


lowing report was obtained from, the 
government troops wiiich arrived here 
from Bocas Del Toro: 


Upon finding the revolutionary at- 


tack u-pon. Agua Dulce. February 23, to 
be Irresistible owing to the enemy's 
superior numbers, thoir artil!«ry and 
their supplies of ammunition.

Gen- 
eral Castro therefore decided to try 
to effect the difficult march across the 
mountains to Bocaa Del Toro. Consid- 
ering the hardships of the march. Gen- 
eral Castro's troops- arrived there in 
fairly healthy condition an-d aro en- 
th,uslastic to continue the struggle. 
Tho march from Agua Dutee to Bo- 
cas Del Toro occupied' 17 days, dur- 
ing the last five of which bananas 
! were the only obtainable food. Drink- 
lag water was plentiful.

Motion Overruled. 


Washington, March 13.—The district 


court of Appeals overruled a motion 
for a rehearing made by Delos K. 
Lone-wolf, chief of the Kiowa and 
Comanche Indians in Oklahoma, and 
his associates, in their case"against 
the secretary of the interior looking 
to overturning the government's ac- 
tion In throwing open their lands last 
summer. They alleged that the land 
was taken, from them wrongfully. The 
motion iras denied on the ground that 
no new. matter had beea 1jro»rht out, 
and the court said the congressional 
ratlflca/tkm act was final and conclu- 
sive and that the courts have no jur- 
.Inttc'tiononsr the subject. The decis- 
ion expressed hope that the United 
States supreme court "may find * way 
to afford a rem«dy for what 1» alleged 
to be a'grievous wron* to the Indian*."

Tells His Experience in the City of 


Shamoka Which was Recently 


Wrecked by an EarthquakeJ 


The Scenes Which Followed the Fearful Dis- 


turbance Cannot be Described. The 


Heartrending Work of the 


Rescuers. 


St. Petersburg, March 15.—Corre- 


spondence giving the details of the 
Shamaka 
(Trans-Caucasia) 
earth- 


quake have just arrived here. 


On March 21, 1860, Professor Abieh, 


s, noted seismologist, declared: 
"As 


to Shamaka, it is to be feared that it 
will one day become a mass of ruins 
inside a few minutes." 


It was not Shamaka's- first warning 


nor her last. Nine earthquakes have 
been record-ed at that place since 1806. 
In 1859 all the governmental Institu- 
tions there were transferred to Baku 
in consequence of an earthquake The 
oity lately contained 22,000 inhabi- 
tants, it was a laughing, Tineclad set- 
tlement. An eyewitness thus relates 
ais experiences on the first day of the 
disaster: 


"There -srere two distinct sbocts, 


at S and 11 a. m., respectively; but 
the people, accustomed to rumblings 
of the earth, paid no heed. Instead of 
fleeing for their lives the Mohamme- 
dan women and children proceeded- to- 
their obligatory daily abolutions. At 
12:30 
p. m., (February 12 or 13), the 


earth bulged up suddenly .and subsid- 
ed again. .People were thrown, head- 


long !a the streets, and when thpy 
arose -were thrown- down again- As- 
phyxiating; vapors exuded from the fis- 
sures -in the earth aoo.d' filled tiws air 
The scenes that followed will never be 
adequately described. Men abandoned 
their families. There was a. chaos o' 
fearful cries. 
The telegraph office 


•went down, with everything else in the 
stricken portion of the crty. Hence 
the delay in transmitting the news. 


"The rescue work was Heartrending. 


Forty or more persons 
were disin- 


terred alive. Mothers were brought 
out dead with lifeless infants in their 
arms. 


"On the first day a father saw his 


young daughter still alive, beneath a 
mass of debris. He released her. lock- 
ed his arms about her and. started 
asxy. A second shock buriod father 
an-d daughter beneath a .failing \ra!i. 


"There are nearly 20,000 persons 


shelterless, without sufficient' food, 
without hope. The Red Cross society 
and the government officials nave la- 
bored to relieve the worst sufferings. 
Collections -have been taken up in the 
churches, but the amount thus.collect- 
ed is not yet k

Those Who Knew Him 


But to Love Him.

The remains of Judge Davis wera 


borne tenderly to their final resting 
place in Graeeland cemetery at Sid- 
ney, Saturday afterhoon, and his for- 
mer friends and associates of the 
Allen county bar made up the largest 
delegation that attended the funeral 
from abroad. 


The pall bearers who officiated were 


Judge E. L. Haskins, D., Oldham and 
J. O, Barnes, of Sidney; K. C. last- 
man and C. B. Adgate, of "Lima, and 
S. A. Haukins, of Wapakonets. 


Tha honorary pall bearers were 


Judge Harrison Wilson, of Sidney: 
Judge James L. Price, Judge V. S. 
Cunningham, Judge T. D. Bobb, D. C. 
Henderson, W. L. McKenzie and I. S. 
Motter, of Lima, and Hon. P. C. Lay- 
ton, of Wapakoneta. 


Prior to the funeral the Sidney bar 


held a memoral meeting during which 
a number of tender tributes were paid 
to the deeeased jurist and a resolaUos 
framed and introduced on the court 
records, a part of which was as fol- 
.ows: 


"Again the Sidney Bar is called 


upon to record the death of one ot its 
members. 


'On Tbersday morning, March 13th, 


1902, just as the clock struck the hour 
ot one, the beart of Judge William D. 
D&viss ceased to beat. 


"Born nsar Iowa City, Iowa, Janu- 


ary 29, 1850, our brother was 52 years, 


month and 23 days old when the 


Htiaitaons came— just when he had 
reached the ienith of mature man- 
hood, when the future she-aid bays 
looked brightest, and life most dear, 


"At the early age of twenty years, 


he was admitted to the bar in Iowa 
City, but did not erabark in the prac- 
tice o£ law until the year 1875, when 
he came to Sidney and purchased the 
Horary and business of tbe late Judge 
Thompson. He at once took a high 
and commanding position at the bar 
of his adopted county, and sooa built 
up a large and lucrative practice. 
When the Bench o* this J udicial Dis- 
trict had a Taeancy, caused by the 
resignation of Judge T. MOOQCT to 
accept higher honors, Judge Davies 
was appointed by the Governor of 
Ohio to till the vacancy. He honored 
the position to which ha was chosen, 
by his strict adherence to duty, by his 
able decisions, hia courtesy to counsel 
and his unbiased opinions upon legal 
;>ropssitiona.' 


"In tha social relation, he was con- 


genial and companionable. The real 
beauty of bis character showed most 
resplendent in his domestic life. As 


husband, he was most affectionate 


and devoted; as a father, icdalgent 
and kind; and as a neighbor, civil and 
obliging. 


•He has gone to bis grave in the 


noon tide of life, honored, loved and 
respected by his friends and those 
who knew him best."
